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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1960. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Ninth  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1960. 

Once  again  it  is  a pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  it  was  a 
good  year  for  public  health  in  the  district  and  there  were  no  epi- 
demics of  infectious  diseases  and  in  fact  only  six  cases  were  notified. 
No  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  occurred  in  the  area. 

Heart  diseases  were  again  the  chief  cause  of  death  accounting 
for  over  a third — 38%  of  all  deaths.  Cancer  was  the  next  highest 
figure  causing  16%  of  all  the  deaths — 14%  of  the  male  and  17%  of 
the  female.  Cerebral  vascular  lesions  caused  15% — 10%  of  the 
male  and  21%  of  the  female  deaths.  There  were  fewer  deaths  from 
respiratory  diseases  which  accounted  for  only  9% — 13%  of  the 
males  and  5%  of  the  females.  In  more  than  half  of  these  male  deaths 
from  respiratory  disease,  pneumoconiosis  was  a contributory  cause. 
There  were  no  deaths  from  Influenza. 

Once  again  I wish  to  thank  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  his  Assistants  for  their  loyal  co-operation  in  the  work  of  the 
department,  also  other  members  of  the  Staff  and  the  Council  for 
their  continued  interest  and  support.

DEATHS  FROM  CANCER. 


There  were  two  more  deaths  from  Cancer  this  year,  including 
three  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus.  Our  death  rate 
was  again  lower  than  that  for  the  County  and  England  and  Wales.

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IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION. 


Diphtheria : 

For  the  14th  year  in  succession  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred 
in  the  district,  but  a few  more  cases  are  now  occurring  throughout 
the  country,  so  parents  should  ensure  that  their  children  are 
protected  by  inoculation.  This  can  be  obtained  from  the  Family 
Doctor  or  at  the  local  Infant  Welfare  Clinics. 

During  the  year  83  children  under  5 years,  and  69  aged  5-14 
years  received  inoculations  against  diphtheria  only,  18  others 
received  a booster  dose.  In  addition,  the  following  received  a 
combined  inoculation  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough.

108  children  0-5  years  were  inoculated  against  whooping 
cough  alone. 

Smallpox : 

A number  of  infants  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox  either 
at  the  Clinic  or  by  their  family  doctor.  Separate  figures  for  the 
R.D.C.  are  not  available,  but  a total  of  1,150  infants  were  vacc- 
inated, estimated  at  50.88  of  the  registered  births  for  the  year. 

Poliomyelitis : 

During  the  year  vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  given  to 
children  under  15  years  of  age  and  adults  up  to  40  years,  and  also 
to  certain  other  groups.  Separate  figures  for  the  district  are  not

To  appreciate  fully  the  progress  made  in  this  direction  one 
must  compare  the  present  situation  with  the  situation  which  pre- 
vailed a decade  or  so  ago.  The  Rural  Housing  Survey  undertaken 
by  the  Council  in  1945-46  revealed  that  at  that  time  55%  of  all 
dwelling  houses  within  the  Council’s  area  were  provided  with  a 
mains  water  supply;  4%  were  served  by  a private  piped  supply, 
and  41%  obtained  their  water  from  springs  or  wells  of  dubious 
purity — and  many  of  these,  during  periods  of  drought,  had  no 
water  at  all. 

By  the  end  of  the  current  year,  the  number  of  properties 
enjoying  a mains  supply  had  risen  to  70%;  private  piped  supplies 
showed  a slight  increase  to  7%,  and  properties  served  by  springs  or 
wells  had  dropped  to  23%. 

Good  as  this  may  appear  to  be,  there  is  still  much  to  be  done 
and  it  is  far  too  early  to  become  complacent,  inasmuch  as  the  23% 
of  properties  which  still  rely  on  springs  or  wells  presents  a problem 
amounting  to  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety  three  houses. 
This  shock,  however,  may  be  offset  to  an  appreciable  extent  in  the 
knowledge  that  the  Comphrensive  Water  Scheme  is  still  incomplete 
and  on  completed  sections,  all  properties  capable  of  connection 
have  not  yet  been  linked  up  with  the  Scheme. 

Applications  for  tappings  are  still  being  received,  however, 
and  where  owners  are  showing  reluctance  to  avail  themselves  of 
this  much  needed  service,  statutory  action  is  being  taken  to  enforce 
the  provision  of  a piped  supply  of  mains  water  to  such  properties.

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DRAINAGE  AND  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


Progress  in  providing  proper  sanitation  throughout  the 
district  has  been  painfully  slow.  This  has  not  been  due  to  a lack  of 
vision  or  enterprize  on  the  part  of  member  or  official,  but  largely 
to  circumstances  beyond  their  control. 


When  one  casts  one’s  mind  back,  however,  to  realize  the 
appalling  conditions  which  prevailed  just  over  ten  years  ago, 
present  conditions,  although  less  than  had  been  hoped  and  worked 
for,  presents  a more  encouraging  picture. 


In  1947,  only  28%  of  the  dwelling  houses  within  your  district 
were  connected  to  a public  sewer;  8%  were  provided  with  a cesspool 
or  septic  tank;  and  64%  with  earth  closets  and  these  were  pre- 
dominantly the  abominable  pail  closets. 


What  of  1960?  At  the  close  of  the  year  under  review,  45%  of 
the  houses  were  connected  to  a public  sewer;  1 1%  to  a cesspool  or 
septic  tank;  and  44%  were  still  provided  with  earth  closets.  Nor  do 
these  figures  take  into  account  areas  where  sewerage  schemes  are 
even  now  in  progress — Llansawel,  Penygroes,  Blaenau  and  Gate 
Road,  Tycroes  and  Capel  Hendre.  The  completion  of  these  schemes 
will  add  lustre  to  what  is  now  fast  developing  into  a reasonably 
presentable  picture. 


What  I have  said  of  progress  in  your  water  supply  situation 
must  likewise  be  said  of  progress  in  the  field  of  sanitation.  Good  as 
the  situation  has  become,  there  is  room  no  for  complacency  whilst 
such  villages  as  Llangadog,  Llanwrda,  Llanfynydd  and  others, 
remain  unsewered,  and  a constant  source  of  nuisance  and  danger. 
Every  effort  must  continue  to  be  made  to  provide  every  dwelling 
within  the  Council’s  jurisdiction  with  a water  carriage  system,  if  not 
to  a public  sewer,  then  to  a cesspool  or  septic  tank.

The  figures  shown  in  the  above  table  give  you  some  conception 
of  the  vastness  of  this  problem.  The  rat  is  undoubtedly  the  most 
injurious  pest  with  which  we  have  to  cope,  and  despite  our  most 
energetic  and  relentless  efforts  to  reduce  its  numbers,  it  still  remains 
a real  and  urgent  problem. 


Serious  as  the  problem  is,  however,  its  dangers  are  minimised 
by  the  tireless  efforts  of  your  rodent  operator,  and  but  for  his 
conscientious  and  knowledgeable  approach  to  the  task  of  exter- 
mination, the  rat  menace  within  your  area  would  by  this  time  have 
reached  frightening  proportions.  Not  only  are  rats  destroyed  in 
large  numbers  throughout  the  area,  but  conditions  which  attract 
rats  are  carefully  examined  and  householders,  business  people  and 
farmers  advised  how  best  to  combat  this  menace  by  making  their 
habitations  and  establishments  as  little  attractive  to  rats  as  possible. 
A constant  vigil  is  kept  on  your  refuse  tips  and  your  sewers  and  the 
whole  of  the  Council’s  area  is  under  constant  survey  and  treatment. 
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MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 


MEAT. 

The  Slaughterhouse  Report: 

During  the  year  under  review,  much  of  my  time  was  devoted 
to  the  preparation  of  the  Council’s  Slaughterhouse  Report.  This 
comprehensive  document  was  duly  completed,  considered  by  the 
Council  in  their  October  Meeting  and  subsequently  submitted  to 
the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  his  consideration 
and  observations. 


The  Report  reviewed  the  exisiting  and  probable  future  require- 
ments of  your  district  for  slaughterhouse  facilities  having  regard  to 
the  needs  both  of  persons  requiring  the  use  of  such  facilities  and  of 
other  persons,  and  secondly,  the  slaughterhouse  facilities  which  are 
or  are  likely  to  become  available  to  meet  those  requirements. 

The  Report  as  submitted  to  the  Minister  indicates  that  the 
maximum  of  private  slaughterhouses  that  may  be  expected  to 
operate  within  your  district  will  number  seven.  These  will  be  either 
new  establishments  or  old  establishments  altered  and  modernised 
to  attain  a standard  required  by  the  new  construction  regulations 
for  slaughterhouses. 


Much  as  l,  personally,  would  wish  to  see  centralised  slaughter- 
ing the  order  of  the  day,  the  present  and  future  situation  within 
your  district — a maximum  of  seven  modern  slaughterhouses — is  a 
vast  improvement  on  the  pre-war  situation,  when  between  thirty 
and  forty  private  slaughterhouses  were  spread  throughout  your 
area  and  these  lacking  very  often,  even  the  rudiments  of  hygiene. 

Meat  Inspection: 

Once  again  it  is  possible  for  me  to  report  a hundred  per  cent, 
meat  inspection  for  the  year.  In  all,  14,259  animal  carcasses  were 
examined  during  the  year  under  review.

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MISCELLANEOUS  FOODS  AND  FOOD  PREMISES. 


The  inspection  of  food  premises  within  your  area  has  been 
pursued  steadfastly  throughout  the  year.  In  this  way,  your  Public 
Health  Inspectors  have  made  themselves  known  to  the  food  handlers 
and  have,  I believe,  in  the  majority  of  cases  won  their  full  confidence. 
In  all  our  discussions  with  food  handlers,  our  emphasis  has  always 
been  on  the  vital  importance  of  personal  hygiene  and  the  grave 
dangers  involved  where  strict  adherence  to  good  hygienic  practice 
is  disregarded. 

A large  number  of  mobile  shops  selling  a wide  variety  of  food- 
stuffs now  operate  throughout  the  council’s  area,  and  in  addition  to 
inspecting  these  as  opportunity  permits,  steps  are  being  taken  to 
ascertain  the  name,  address  and  nature  of  food  sold  in  every  case, 
that  a complete  register  of  such  vendors  might  be  available. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  supported  a request  made  by  the 
Lleyn  Rural  District  Council  for  the  establishment  of  a laboratory 
which  would  be  available  for  the  use  of  local  authorities,  to  deter- 
mine the  radio  active  content  of  soil,  water,  milk  and  other  food- 
stuffs. It  was  further  decided  that  representations  be  made  to  the 
Parent  Association  that  steps  should  immediately  be  taken  by  H.M. 
Government  to  arrange  courses  for  Public  Health  Inspectors  to 
enable  them  to  assess  the  results  of  tests  at  present  being  undertaken 
through  the  government  monitoring  service,  so  that  local  authorities 
should  be  fully  aware  of  the  incidence  of  radio  active  dust  in  their 
areas  and  the  dangers  which  might  arise  therefrom.
